Supreme Conn Intimates In Opinion 
Written by Judge Henry W. Bond. 
That Law Would be Declared TJn- 
constltaUonaL Initiative Clause 
is Declared Legal. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri went 
out of its way in the decision uphold 
ing the validity of the initiative pro 
visions of the new- city charter, last 
Monde?, to indicate tbnt what would 
be (he fate of the proposed segre^n 
tion ordinances should they be adopted 
and eome before that tribunal for ml

itiative provided for in (he charier 
can unly be exercised by the peojde 
after the Board of Aldermen has failed 
or refused to enact the legislation which 
the people desire. This, he holds, is 
not enacting legislation independent 
of "the houa» of t#fris]a1i..ri' 1 r^j^iirrd 
by the constitution of Missouri, Sec. 
2:1 of Article IX. 

At tho outset the court makes it 
rlenr that the proposed M'gregatiun or- 

are not being passed on. Judge Hond 
said in this record: "The Question of 
tbe constitutionality of these laws 
(segregation laws) is not therefore, 
new presented for decision: for during 
the process of legislation In any modo 
the work of the law-maker* is not sub- 
ject to Judicial arrest or control, nor 
open to Judicial inquiry." After stat- 
ing, that they may be preperly brought 
before tho court for review and deternt- 
Iriailcm after lli.-.i- will have been 
passed, tho court proceeds to indicate 
their fate in the follniving Isngnage: 

"Nor can it be doubted what judg- 
ment would be given If It were shown 
that a law had been enacted violative 
of the fundamental principle upon 
which the government of the state and. 
nation Is founded, or destructive of the 
legal rights of person or property of 
any citizen or class of ciu*enj of- the 
United Btates. For It must bo home 
in miu rt that no cltltsn of this state baa 
any legal or political right which does 
not belong to every other who has not 
forfeited it by conviction of crime. 

The intimation clearly shows the poai 
linn the Supreme Court will. take, if the 
iiiciisiiro is brought up to it fur enn 
siderntion. St. Louis can ill afford I* 
defy the Constitution by voting in 
favor of segregation? nest Toesdny 
The measure should be buried so deep 
lhat it* future resurrect ion will be ah 
soltltely iinpiiMihle.

It. This lessen giTea us a suggestion 
of thoaa steps: (1) As the occasion 
demanded, (f) Ths Apostles refused 
to diminish their praying and preach- 
tef-, literally It was "not Dlemstng" to 
Gcd (or Che Apostle* to "servo tables" 
Such work must be done, certainly, 
bat It was not to be done by these 
God appointed and selected leaders, 
their duty was clearly stated. The 
minister's business Is pray leg and 
ministering the word. These things 
should fully engage his attention, and 
in them be ts "to continue steadfast- 
ly. The minister cannot manifestly 
"know more about books than the 
achooiteacher; more about politics 
than the politician; more about med- 
icine than the doctor; more about 
psychology than the college* profes- 
sor." No, that Is out of the question, 
though he should be intelligent In 
these lines. But he ihould be pre- 
eminent In prayer and in the minis- 
try Of the word, and furthermore be 
should preach that word pre-eminent- 
ly. (I) The church, not ths apos- 
tles, must needs select these new of- 
ncUUs. (4) The qualifications ol

The book of Jnde seta forth the 

apostasy which began eien In epoetol- 
\ ' Ic days, but which 

will reach 
height in the end 
of the age. It la 
of high Interest 
In the ., perilous 
times In which 
we lire, and 
would lorlte apo- 
dal attention 

ecret ol 
safety for bellaY- 
eia set forth In 
the text. 

The root of the 
exhortation la. 
that we shall keep 

ourselves In the 

love of Ood. Tbla 
l> the sunshine 
whose light and warmth we need In 
dark daya. A realliatlon ot the lore 
of Ood* will keep ua from both dis- 
couragement and apostasy. 

Bat the Spirit ot Ood is era more 
explicit and gi'es three directions 
which, if followed, wlU enable aa to 
keep ourselves In the Iotb of Ood. 

First, we are to build up ouraelreo 
oa our most holy faith. John Wesley 
used to warn his preachers that they 
would sot grow In grace unless they 
grew in knowledge. We may add that 
many stray from the faith because so 
poorly Instructed In Ita content!. 
They seem willing to trust their own 
powers In the conflict with Satan. 
whereas our Lord himself was content 
to meet the assaults of the derll with, 
"Ills written." 

An excellent illustration Of obedi- 
ence to the direction ot the text la 
found til the life ot Charlotte Ellia- 
hpth, wbo lived In the daya of the Irv- 
Ingitt) movement. She heard of mur- 



slrous of taking a proper attitude In 
the matter. She felt that a few scat 
tared, texta were not enough, but that 
■he should .read the Bible in a con- 
nected way for light. So. one night, 
after earnest prayer for guidance, she 
aat on the aide of ber bed, and, begin- 
ning at Matthew, read straight on till 
she had gone through the seventh, 
chapter of Revelation, completing the 
Nsw Teatatment next morning. She 
saw that miracles may even be of Sa- 
tanic origin and that they wilt charac- 
terise some thlnga to be avoided In 
the Isst days. The prominence given 
to women In the InrtngUe movement 
aha saw to be unscrlptural, and ber 
Judgment on the matter waa confirmed 
shortly afterwards when ahe found 
that heresy as to the nature ol Christ 
was being taught. . Ws tremble to 
think of the easy prey found by Satan 
among Christians because of a lack of 
such building up of themselves on" 

their moat holy faith. 

Next, wa are Instructed to pray tn 
the Holy Ghost. We are familiar with 
the fact (list the Holy Qhost prays tn 
us. but the thought ot the text Is net 
so common. It represents the Holy 
Ghost, so to apeak, ai the atmosphere 
tn which the Christian Urea and 
breathe* out his petitions. 

Finally, we are to he "looking for 
the mercy of our Lord Jeans Christ." 
Ws shall need mercy when ha comes, 
and looking for his coming la a mean a 
of safety. While each an attitude ot 
expectancy waa common in ths early 
ohurch, it baa unhappily become rath- 
er rare In modern time*. Tet It ap- 
pears on the very surface of the Naw 
Testament aa the normal attitude of 
Christiana. A missionary who had 
spent fourteen years In China stated 
that all the native Christians In her 
district wars loofetng tor the coming 
ot-the Lord. She went on to explain 
that thli waa not the result so much 
ot specific instructions on this point, 
bat because they had no book on doo- 
trtno save th* New Testament, end 
they found this "truth for themselves 
aa a oommonplaca of apostolic teach- 
ts«. 

Jade speak* of false teacher* who 
ran greedily after the error of 
Baals m tor reward. Looking lor the 
Lord Is a cure for it* greed which 
has led some Into the way i ..of apos- 
tasy. John Wilkinson, the founder ot 
(he lHldmay Mission for. the Mai, 

was once approached at a railway sta- 
tion by two w u s uaa who had beard 
Uffl apeak. They placed la his hands 
a large sum of mossy and one of them 
aapsalnad that Ood had Intrusted to 
tham of this world's goods and they

FLYING LN THE FACE OF THE CONSTITUTION 

Trampling tin. 1 charter of our liberties in the dust seems to be 
the policy of much American legislation whenever they start out to 
ransack the temple of Negro liberty. 

The two segre«atiou ordinances are not only violations of the 
American finish tut ion. but they arc dastard outrages upon that doc- 
ument. The Constitution Bays: "All persons born or naturalized in 
the I'nited States are citizens of the United States and of the State 
wherein they reside." These "all persons" are Negroes as well as 
whites, for the American Constitution nowhere drawn a color or race 
line. Then the (.' oust i tut ion, for the protection of the citizens it cre- 
ates, lays down a very emphatic law against civil and political pro- 
scription. It declares thai "NO STATE SHALL MAKE OR EN- 
FOKi'E ANY LAW WEIGH SHALL ABRIDGE THE PRIVI- 
LEGES OB IMMUNITIES OF CITIZENS OF THE UNITED 
STATES." The. Negro ia a citizen uf the United States, and, as 
such, you cannot abridge his rights without violating the Constitution. 

You cannot abridge the Negro's right to acquire, enjoy and dis- 
pose of his property without trampling the organic lawe of our coun- 
try into the dust. I — ""\ 

There is not even a circumvention that can lead to a different 
result. There is nothing plainer than the absence in our Constitu- 
tion of all race proscription, or even an allusion to races, and there- 
fore, any lac which grants or denies certain privileges to white men 
that it does not to colored men, and vice versa, has a rotten and un- 
constitutional basis. It is racial prejudices that are the cause of 
racial proscription legislation. Those prejudices can only bo en- 
forced in America by white men. They need to be checked. The far- 
seeing framcrs of our Constitution refused to put one iota of them in 
our organic law. The framera spoke of the inalienable rights of man ; 
of all persons who are citizens possessing unabridged and unabridge- 
ablo rights; of all persons being entitled to due process of law and 
eqiial protection, and uf placing into the hands of all persons the 
Constitutional destiny of life, liberty and happiness. There ia nei- 
ther vice nor virtue in Color; there ia in conduct. Deprivation of 
privileges nieaus punishment, and punishment cannot be adminis- 
tered unless for offense or crime. Though Judge Bond, in his Su- 
preme Court decision, allowed that the initiative method of legisla- 
tion was constitutional, he nevertheless intimated that the segregation 
law was unconstitutional, and the majority of the State Supreme 
bench agreedNwith him informally. 

Therefonj why sbattld the people vote for en unconstitutional 
law, and hence put the people to shame for their ignorance and the 
State to expense and trouble fur the- long spell of litigation that it 
would necessarily undergo. We might as well tear our national 
Constitution into tatters as to legislate under it such vile and out- 
rageous laws as the segregation now pending. 

" We believe in demolishing racial -and religious prejudice*; **e 
stand with the great statesmen of America in opposing class legisla- 
tion, and we long for the day when the United States will stop its 
continuous and prescriptive legislation against the Negro, which is 
only persecution, and turn its eyes to the star of destiny which beckons 
it to higher peaks to be scaled in the moral and industrial world, 



The Argua has received several hundred letters commending it 
for the unceasing fight it has made against segregation. We are ap- 
preciative of these kind words, and now-that the fight ie about over 
and victory apparently at hand we repeat our former declaration— 
The St. Louis Argus stands for th^ft-ight and defense of the Negro. 
We allow no favors or prejudices to influence us in our coarse. 
We stand on the rock of truth and shall continue to lead in all mat- 
ter* looking for the betterment of Colored people. We have faith in 
the Negro and his ultimate success. The Argus will go side by side 
with the Negro as he climbs the mountain and at its peak-you will see 
the Argus flag unfolded.

Russian Sleeps Over Briok Contriv- 
ance In Which Slow Fire Burns—

Psrtiape Meet Economic*!. 

Tn*> stove la, comparatively speaxr 
kg, a new Invention. So late a* the 
time of Queen Elisabeth people did 
not have chimneys; they built the]? 
Oreo tn a round hearth In the middle 
of the room, and when chimney* were 
Introduced, the old-nehloned folk ail 
grumbled, becauae, they said, mnoky 
air wa* good for cold*. But to th* 
eastward stove* of brick and porcts 
Iain were commonly mod. " 

A store made of brick le used tn 
Rneata, and In It a alow lire burn* ill 
night long. On top of It, when night 
come*, the peasant and bis whole fam- 
ily, hi their sheepskins, lie down end 
mt *• etsaa. It Is nice and warm, rath- 
er like a window seat that 1* over a 
rsllstor. and lometlmes then is a 
eacond shelf overhead for any stran- 
ger who may be itaylng overnight. 

The brick etove of the Russian 

peasant. In all probability, came over- 
land from China too Ions ago to talk 
about, for the Chinees have stove* of 
brick and clay shaped something like 
IL 

In Japan there le not much need of 
keeping wsnn, but whatever stoves 
there are in a Japanese bomo are low, 
for the life here le all carried on Bit- 
ting or k rii-ding on the floor. There 
Is n rough clay atove, made especially 
for the groat rice kettle, that coat* 
only a fow cent*, and when broken 
the poorest can buy another. Then 
I* a dainty little charcoal stove on 
which the cooking Is done, and beside 
It standi ■ pretty basket filled with 
the softest and finest charcoal. There 
Is also a email store or furnace to heat 
the water for (be bath. And still 
more odd I* the little earthen bed- 
etove. uied as we uie a hot-water bot- 
tle, shaped Hie a curledup est, and 
It Is called "neko" (tho kitten). 

The German atove at pra'—iai'' wltb. 
Its curious decorations, has figured In 
many n story of German lite. A por- 
celain stovo will hold the heat a long 
time end keep a room warm with but 
little attention. 

In Holland, where the working peo- 
ple are often at home tor a little while 
at nr»n. they bavo the moot thrifty 
arrangement of ell — wbst might be 
called a portable store, a "tore In an 
Iron bucket. When the children oom* 
home from ectiool and the older peo- 
ple from work at noon, Inatsad ef 
lighting the hltchen Ore, on* of th* 
children take* the fire bucket and 
trots around the corner to. tha Hre- 
wcrnan't. Tha bucket to Jnst largt 
enough to hold a piece ot burning peat 
or eome live coals, and a teakattla alt* 
on top. Tha old woman who sails Are 
and bot water fill* th* buckM sad ket- 
tle for a tiny turn, ud th* child goes 
home with Just enough fin* and water 
enough for th* family dinner. 

Charcoal Is commonly used for 
cooking In Prance, Italy and Spain, be- 
came It make* a small, hot fire.

Italian heap* warm (or *ay* be do**) 
over a smalt Ore of what we would call 
an earthen hand -warmer will* coals tu 
It. called scaldlno. Only within th* 
last few years haa It been possible to 
find room* that were heated on the 
American plan anywhere In Buropa 
The people keep warmer In this coun- 
try than In any other ipot on tha sur- 
face of th* globe In the tsmpente or 
frigid son*.

In reply to your inquiry regarding 
the question 0( residential segregation 
would say that I am opposed to the 
enactment of any ordinance which 
iv.'.uM tend to engender a race or claes 
prejudice, be it for or .againet' the 
while or black race, so long as they 
are law-abiding citizens. 

It U inconsistent with the spirit of 
the framers of our constitution to dis- 
criminate against anv class and there- 
fore illegal. 

In setting forth the fundamental 
principles of this government, viz: 
personal right* and liberty of apeech, 
religion and thought,, the forefather* 
of this nation never anticipated a cur- 
tailment of the right* of domicile for 
any law-abiding citizens. 

If an ordinance of this character 
"would be upheld and declared legal it 
would establish a precedent that would 
justify the segregation by a majority 
against any minority of white people, 
be they Sermon, French, Italian, Jew 
of Gen tile. 

In my opinion, at no time since the 
Civil War, when the prejudice* among 
onr people developed (into the "know- 
nothing" movement, did it behoove 
every true American and especially the 
pre**, to exercise their belt "effort! 
to subdue or keep down a revival of 
aneh prejudices, particularly in view 
of the conditions abroad, a* tt doea at 
present.
